in 1850 mado a darker dny than thu passage 
of thu Stamp Act. 
It was not douu by for- 


eigner:!; it was done by American hands; and 
it too was advised by an apostate son of^Nuw 
Hampshire. And how dillVrenlly was it re- 
ceived in Motion I The nuw* of Ihu Stamp 
Act wan received with llio flags lowered to 
half mast, nnd every public demonstration of 
sorrow by rich and poor, thu.merchants, (he 
people nnd tin) clergy. On the other hand, 
ny tho merchants of Boston and thu principal 
clergy, the news of Ihu pu^ngo of tho Fugi- 
tive Slavu Law was received with joy, which 
they testified by firing 100 guns on tho Com- 
mon. 
When the member of Congress from Mass- 


achusetts, who voted for llio Missouri Com- 
promise, returned to Boston hu was hi.'dud in 
Statu direct— hissed nil Ihu way to Lanes- 
boro.' But when thu member from Boston, 
who voted for tho F'.igilive Slavu Law, return- 
ed, ho was received with high compliments.— 
Hu wa* complimented chiefly by two clajsos, 
thoso who were mado proud and haughty by 
having money, unil those who nru madu ser- 
vile ami cringing by their love ol money.

September 17G5 tho Select men of Boston' 
met— for Boston had Selectmen in thosu days, 
and not such things us Mayor and Aldormmi 
have, been in these days—and they voted 
unanimously to instruct thu Representatives 
in tho General Court to oppo»u the Stamp 
Act as a violation of unalunnblo rights and 
to oppose every meastiro tending to promolu 
its execution.
